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Sir: 

This communication is submitted in response to the Restriction Requirement dated 
December 16, 2004 for which a one-month period for responding was given. As January 16, 
2005 fell pn a Sunday and as January 17, 2005 fell on a national holiday, this response is timely 
filed. 

In the Restriction Requirement, the Examiner therein required election of a single 
species, a single subspecies and a sing sub-subspecies from the following: 



Species I: Figure 1A 
Species II: Figure IB 
Subspecies (i): Figure 2 
Subspecies (ii): Figure 3A 
Subspecies (iii): Figure 3B 
Sub-subspecies (A): Figure 4A 
Sub-subspecies (B): Figure 5A 
Sub-subspecies (C): Figure 6 A 



The Applicants hereby elect to prosecute Species I, Subspecies (i), and Sub-subspecies 
(B) with traverse. Of the pending claims 1-16, 23, 47 and 48, it is believed that all but claims 6 
and 8 are readable on the elected Species, Subspecies and Sub-subspecies, with claims 1-4, 9-16, 
23, 47 and 48 being generic. 

As stated in the MPEP §803, if search and examination of an entire application can be 
made without serious burden, the examiner must examine the entire application on the merits. It 
is the Applicants' position that it would not be unduly burdensome to perform a search on all of 
the identified Species, Subspecies and Sub-subspecies together in the present application. 
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Accordingly, the Applicants traverse the restriction requirement. 

The Applicants expressly reserve the right under 35 USC §121 to file a divisional 
application directed to the non-elected subject matter or any subject matter disclosed in this 
application during the pendency of this application.
